FIGHT THE BOLL WEEVIL BY
RAISING MORE HOGS.

According to the 1920
South Carolina has 192,693
with only 141,946 head of breeding
hogs, including scrubs and prebreds
o fall breeds, an average of about
one breod sow to each two farms.

Cne fact that stands out in the
fight on the boll weevil is that with
more “hogs and hominy™ the
farms and less cotton, the inroads
of the boll weevil would not cut so
deep.

The U. S. Departiuent of Agricul-
ture gave out a statement recently
in which it was estimated that $20,-
000,000 is wasted annually by far-
mers in America by feeding scrub
swine. South Carolina has 21,282
all breeds
included, which means that there is
only one purebred hog for each ten
farms.
